Trho are accustomed to regard respon- 
sible government and representative 
government as synonymous terms. So 
very much has already been said and 
written upon this subject that one aU 
most heBitates to tire the render ; and 
yet it iaono which so deeply concerns 
this people at the present moment 
that we are impelled to the task by ilio 
iron and inexorable logio of events, and 
shall, tnerofore, offer a few homely 
thoughts. The differe-nco between 
reapousible government and representa> 
tive government i3 both great arid im- 
portant. Responsible government, as 
the word imports, is that system under 
wbich those who administer iho affairs 
of the country aro made directly respon- 
sible to tho people Tho Ministry is 
composed of enoh of the people's ropre* 
tentatives as the Governor may call to 
his aid. These with tuo Governor con- 
Btituio the government proper, and 
whenever they full to command the con* 
fedetne of the Legislative branch, or, 
in other words, whenever tbey encounter 
an adverse vote upon any government 
measure of public policy, one of two things 
is supposed to take place: The Ministers, 
presumably having lost tho confidence 
of the people as represented in tho 
Legislative branch, place their resigna- 
tion in tho bunds of the Governor, 
who commonly inviUs the leader of the 
Opposition to form a new Ministry; or, 
if tho Ministry conceive that the Legis- 
lature does not truly represent Uib 
Views of the people upon the question 
at issue they ndviso tho Governor to 
iisjolve the House and appeal to tho 
country. A general election follow?, 
and should the now House or a majority 
of in members bo of the same way of 
thinking as the old, the Ministers ac- 
cept it as conclusive evidence that their 
policy runs counter to public opinion, 
and there \» no alternative but to givo 
plaoe to Uib OpnoBition. Thi« lo»* — 
•course is very rarely adopted. As a 
rula when a Cabinet sustains decided 
defeat upon any cardinal measure of 
'pablio policy, it gracefully retires. Even 
this is Dot' of frequent occurrence. A 
change of Mtniitry involves consequen- 
ces of a sufficiently serious character 
t'o'make the Legislature tolerably con- 
servative; while, on tho other hand, tho 
flireoc responsibility to tho people and 
the immediate consequences of that re- 



sponsibility caaso a Ministry to bo ex. 
ceedingly carefnl to frame its policy 
conformably to the well understood 
irjibes ot the people. There is in the 
Bystem every possible inducement to 
consult and couform to public opinion ; 
and publio opinion, being thus consulted 
and conformed to, becomes established 
end assumes a tone of healthy vitality. 
There, are various forms ol representa- 
tive government ; but it will, perhaps, 
be more convenient to doal with the 
question in tho lorm presented under 
the Constitution proposed to bo imme- 
diately conferred upon this colony. Tho 
Legislative branch will be composed of 
a majority ol members elected by the 
people ; the remainder by mom bora ol 
the government corresponding to Cabinet 
Ministers, but yet holding office by ap- 
pointment, being neithor elected by nor in 
any way responsible to the people. 
Thege appointees constitute, in con- 
junction with tho Governor, ihe Govern- 
ment proper. There is a upecial ele- 
, ment composed of the elected members 
who, are invited by the Governor to 
take' seats in the Executive Council, 
but merely to give advice. The objeco 
tions to this luimof government must 
' be apparent. Tho very absenco of ro< 
. eponeibility to tho people will uaturully 
lead tho Govornmoiu to be less solici- 
tous to administer i;i accordance with 
the wi-shes of tho people. They can 
with' impunity disregard tVi Q people's 
reprc600tutives. An adverse voto, even 
B distinct and iormal vote of -want of 
confidence, may only servo to excite 
their sneers or proveke their resentment 
No mutter how largely tho represen 
talive element may predominuto in the 
Legislature, the Government can render 
it utterly powerleflB lor good. Nineteen" 
twentieths may voto for a moasure; yet 
it will b» perfectly competent, for the 
Etecutivo to defeat it. In truth tho 
acts of the Legislature muy be presura- 
' ot ] on |y to bo curried out when they 
happen to accord with the views of an 
irresponsible Executive. It will thus 
be evident that the peoplo may have 
representation without power, iho 
present la a representative form of 
covercmout. To increase tho represen- 
tative element is not to give the paople 
vomer. They will have a louder voiee 
; in the management of their attairH ; but 
1° by no means follows that u will l»o 
more potent. Under the proposed con- 
nVuuuon, thereto, o, tho Government 
m\\ posiciB the power to nullify, erou 
i if bey may net always be able 10 con- 
trol, Ihe Totes and acts of the Legisla- 
ture.
